Customs Tariffs. 

Tuore noed bo littlo hesitation in ns- 
sutning tuut ihe Legislative Oounoil will 
dorido to accept the Canadian Tariff iu 
proforenco to rotaining our present one. 
In qH probability the six official mom- 
ben will vote for the Canadian Tariff. 
Of tbo eleotod mambort<, Df Holmcken 
pill vote for it, bncauso bin constituents 
ompbatieally demand it ; ■ Mr Nathan 
will vote *or it; because ho believes it 

will bo beat for the country and be- 
cause bis constituents desiro it ; Mr 
DoCoRmo-i will — well, wo do not 
know how ho will vote ; for he baa 
prououncod in favor ot the Canadian 
Tariff while ho ban beou educating his 
con«tituenUi against it ; Mr B.UDSter 
will vote for the Canadian Tariff; that is 
to say, if h<> fulfills his election pro- 
mises, and c nsultb the wishes and in- 
terests of'the great bulk of tho people in 
whoso ut me bo sits ; Mr JNolaoti will 
voto against t&O Canadian Tariff, not 
becaufo he dosen't know better, but 
beoausu his eonstitueuts require him to 
throw nwa7 his voto upon that question; 
Mr Cornwall will vote for it, because 
both ho and bis constituents bolievo in 
it ; Mr Humphreys will probably voto 
for it, bocanBo his constituents want it; 
Dr Carrall will voto for it, because ho and 
bis constituents believo it to be tho best; 
Mr Skinner will voto for it or go coun- 
ter to tho wishes and intercuts' of his 
coiistitutents. Thus it would appear 
probable that not more than one or two 
Totes will bo cast in favor of retaining 
our present high and ^(.adjusted Tariff 
and causing tho Pooilio Province to pay 
far more than its fair share of Federal 
taxation. But tho immediate object of 
tho present remarks is to point out the 
important bearing which union with 
tho Canadian Tariff must have upon the 
commercial intero.-ts of tho couu'ry. 
Immediutoly upon union being complet- 
ed this Colony, being a partot the Dom- 
inion, will bo open to tho free admiss- 
ion of tho productions and manufactur- 
es of every other part of the Dominion. 
The full import of these woids may, pos 
fe : .bly, only bo very partially realized by 
thb reader, Many are accustomtd to think 
of Canada as a new country wbo-o 
spare productions ai d manufactures 
aro of 1'uMo importance. That Canada 
it comparavively a i ew country fa un- 
deniable. -But that its exports are not 
iucoDsidsrable and that its manufac- 
tures are sufficiently advanced to exort a 
very marked influence upon the trade 
of this Colony so son n as it shall lutvo 
become a Province ot the Dominion is 
equally true. Canada exports largely 
into tho United State-* — in cheese alone 
cine million dollars a yea? — notwith- 
standing that phe is mot by b. crushing 
duty. Surely, then, she will tompete 
in our market, whore ner <?oid(. shall 
be admitted five. To erumorate ait the 
manufactures of Canada would Occupy 
too much spaco j but tho following maj 
bo mentioned as likely to exert the 
greatest influence upon the trade ol 
.British Columbia : Blaoketg, tweeda, 
satinetts, cotton goods, flannel*, fur.;, 
Indiarubber goods ot all kinds, impio 
ments of husbandry, edged tools, nuiln, 
load, cordage, chain cables, stovos and 
oastiugs of all kinds, furniture, fishing 
appliances, boots and shoes, cbeeso, 
sugars, syrups, ban ess ..nil saddlery, 
waggons and carriages, sowing 
machines, broom-?, buckets and wood- 
waro of all kinds, combs and brus'lcs, 
while load, coal oil, tobacco, cigars. 
Such oro a ft w of tho manufactures ol 
Canada likely to find a ready market 
hero under Confederation. But there 
is another no;nt to which due regard 
should bo had. Tbo Canadian Tariff is 
much lower upou many articles neces- 
sarily still to be imj Oiled from abroad; 
nnd very many things upon which the 
present tariff now imposts a duty are 
comprised in tho free list of tho Cuon- 
diau Tariff, so that the suddeu change 
of tariff's might exe; t an i mburrussing 
and injurious influenco in rasped 
of stocks or hand at the time oni >n takes 
place. Probably spirits will exper.enco 
tho greater revulsion, tbo difference 
between £2,50 and 80 cents duty 
por galioi being some thing prodigious 
It is to bo neriumed, however, that 
spirits are, to .greater extent than most 
artioles, let', in bond, tout escaping 
altogether the uifficuliy, The point for 
commercial men to ouDcider id, whether, 
under all the circumstances, it would be 
desirable that application of the Cana- 
dian Tariff should be withheld for such 
a reasonable period as wiilenablo 0>>m- 
niorco in some measure to set its hou«e 
iu order und adapt iteell to tho cnan^o, 
or whether its appllootion shall bo in- 
atatHaneom. and unconditional, Itcooars 
to us that it would be well for those 
most largely aud directly interested in 
this matter to arrive at some umler- 
Btaiiding at once, ho that the point may 
bo presented to the Legislature in hucIi 
a way os would enable thai body to take 
pructicul and Intelligent aetion there- 
orient. And hero we are reminded of a 
Bubjcct ol'uo little importance to this com. 
nunlty at the present juncture. Wu 
allude to the desirability, wo may Hay 
the absolute necessity, of some such or- 
ganization as might present a ready and 
effective medium through which to deal 

with the tariff quoeiiori, tbe graving 
dock question, tbo railway termiuUH 
question and tho like. ' Whiat'e 
overyboely's busiuega Is nobody's bus- 
iness ' says tho old prove! b; und this 
is no time to leave the taOBt Vital inter- 
ests of the coon try without proper 
guardianship-' J
